The amendment filed on 03/05/02 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a 
non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because the 
initially claimed invention was drawn to a vinyl acetate-based polymer emulsion. The newly amended claims are drawn to a vinyl 
acetate polymer fromed by an emulsion polymerization technique(emulsion polymer). The two are distinct in that the originally 
presented invention was drawn to a vinyl acetate polymer latex(if you will), i.e., a vinyl acetate polymer in an emulsion system. The 
newly amended claims are drawn to the isolated vinyl acetate polymer having been produced via an emulsion polymerization 
technique.
